Imitation! of Old BvonM. 


An excellent imitation of old bronze 


has been introduced in some of the art 
products of that character. It (p well 
known that the repeated application to 
copper or brass of alternate washes of 
dilute acetic acid and exposure totb* 
fumes of ammonia result in a very an- 
tique green bronze; but a more rapid 
method of producing this beautiful ap- 
pearance has long been a desideratum 
It ia now found that this may be accom- 
plished by immersing the articles in a 
solution of one part perchloride of iron 
in two parts of water, the tone acquiring 
darkness with length of immersion, or 
the matenals may be boiled in a strong 
solution of nitrate of copper. It is also 
found practicable to insure the desired 
effect by immersing the articles in a solu- 
tion of two ounces of nitrate of iron and 
the same quantity of hyposulphite of soda 
in half a pint of water, drying and burn- 
ishing completing the process.— New 
York Telegram. 


Florida Sponge*. 


The finest and beSt sponges m the 


world are now obtained along the Flori 
da Keys Native Floridians do the prin- 
cipal gathering. There are some Bahama 
Islanders also. The sponge fishers are 
called conks. They do not dive, but tear 
up the sponges with three tined forks on 
long pole*.

The sponges grow rapidly. A bed which 
has been fished clean will be covered 
with a new growth in six months. The 
product amounts to nearly half a million 
dollars annually.— True Flag.
